SAN FRANCISCO CAP) - 
The longshore union and dock 
employers agreed Monday on 
wage scales ordered by the fed­ 
eral Pay Board, ending the 
; threat of a renewed West Coast 
dock strike. 
. The International Longshore­ 
men's and Warehousemen's Un- 
iohhad protested bitterly the 
Pay Boàrd cuts in the Feb. 10 
agreement that ended a crip­ 
pling 14-day dock strike of 24 
ports 
from 
San 
Diego 
to 
Seattle. 


The straight time of ILWU 
longshoremen will be increased 
42 cents to $4.70 an hour retro­ 
active to Dec. 25, 1971, said a 
Joint statement by the ILWU 
and the Pacific Maritime Asso­ 
ciation. 


lliat is the limit fixed by the 
Pay Board in its March 16 or­ 
der trimming from 20.9 to 14.9 
per cent the first-year in­ 
creases won by the union. The 
Feb. 10 contract called for a 72- 
cent boost to $5 an hour. 


The agreement was signed 
after a record-long U.S. main

widch the White House esti 
mated cost more than $600 mil­ 


lion in lost American .exports, 
mainly in grain shipments to 
Asia. 


The joint ILWU-PMA state­ 
ment, making’ no mention of 
the Pay Board,, said the new 
agreement “reflects the cuts in 
the negotiated settlement.” 


“If wage or price controls 
are eliminated on or before 
Nov. 30, 1972, the contract may 
be terminated on 60 days notice 
by either party,’1 the statement 
said. 


“Should wage or price con* 
trois end on or after Jan. 31, 
1973, the contract may be ter­ 
minated on 24 hours notice by 
either party," it said. 


The new pay scales will start 
with the June 3 payroll. Retro­ 
active payments to Dec. 25, 
1971, will be made by PMA em­ 
ployers not later than June 30. 


Another 40 cent increase to 
$5.10 an hour will become effec­ 
tive July 1, 1972, and run to the 
contract's expiration July 1, 
173. The Pay Board did not act 
on that increase. 


All fringe benefits, including 
a guarantee of 36 hours weekly 
work or pay for registered dock 
workers and clerks, stand as 
negotiated. 


Fire Base Recaptured 


SAIGON (AP) - South Viet­ 
namese infantrymen using bold 
helicopter assault tactics recap­ 
tured an important fire base 
southwest of Hue on Monday in 
the second phase of an effort to 
pre-empt 
North 
Vietnamese 
plans to attack the former im­ 
perial capital 
The surprise reconquest of 
Fire Base Bastogne, which had 
been abandoned under enemy 
attack 18 days ago, came as re­ 
newed fighting was reported in 
the central highland*. Commu­ 
nist command troops also cut 
two key highways by destroy­ 
ing culverts. 


The ’6ft-week siege of An Loc 
continued 
as 
enemy 
forces 
hurled another 2,500 rounds of 
artillery, rocket and mortar 
fire into the ravaged provincial 
capital 60 miles north of Sai- 
gon. 


The U.S. Command disclosed 
the loss of three more planes in 
raids over North Vietnam with 
air six crewmen listed as Miss­ 
ing. This raised to 142 Ameri­ 
cans* reported killed or missing 
in Indochina air losses since 
Hanoi's general offensive began 
March 30. 


At Bastogne, field reports 
said, a platoon of volunteers 
riding Six South Vietnamese 
helicopters assaulted the base 
in midafternoon. They quickly 
secured: It for ground forces 
which drove westward along 
Route 547 behind a shield of 
U.S. air strikes. 


The 
attackers 
encountered 
only light resistance, the re­ 
ports said, indicating North 
Vietnamese forces around Bas­ 
togne possibly were surprised 
by the bold attack. 


At nightfall the South Viet­ 
namese 1st Division was report 
ed to have full control of the 
base. But some troops still 
were reported trying to recap* 
ture * nearby mountaintop out­ 
post called -Checkmate, which 
also fell to the enemy on April 
28. 


Like the Vietnamese marine 
raid over the weekend into ene­ 
my-held territory Just north 
west of Hue, the Bastogne oper 
ation indicated a determination 
by 
StorfbVietnamese 
com­ 
manders to seize the initiative 
from enemy forces threatening 
Hug "* 


Military sources said more 
such forays can be expected by 
forces under Lt. Gen. Ngo 
Quang Truong, who assumed 
command of the region two 
weeks ago following the loss of 


Quang Tri Province. 


Senior South Vietnamese field 
officers and U.S. advisers told 
Associated Press correspondent 
Peter Arnett the Bastogne push 
was part of a drive to enlarge 
the defense lines around Hue. 


Fighting 
continued 
around 
Kontum, the threatened capital 
of the highlands province of the 
same name, , as a concentrated 
airlift of 15,000 Montagnard ref­ 
ugees, got under way, Associ­ 
ated Press correspondent David 
J. Paine reported. 


Officials said many mountain 
tribesmen agreed to stay and 
help defend Kontum if their 
families could be flown out. 


About 20,000 civilians fled 
earlier from Kontum to escape 
expected heavy attacks and 30,- 
000 persons, including some 
from Kontum, have left Pleikii 
for other cities farther south. 


Fighting 7 flared Monday to 
the northwest, north and south 
of Kontum, which allied mili­ 
tary sources say is threatened 
by about 3,000 enemy troops. 


Communist-led 
forces,' who 
have been trying to isolate pop­ 
ulation centers and military 
bases 
by 
cutting 
important 
roads, succeeded 
in closing 
Highway 19 east of Pleiku and 
Highway 1 west of Saigon. 


Highway 19, coastal supply 
route which was cut for 16 days 
last month by fighting at the 
An Khe Pass, was closed for 
the second time Sunday night 
after enemy sappers blew up 
two culverts. 


Rifle fire greeted repair engi­ 
neers and armor and militia 
task force who went to the area 
near the Mang Yang Pass, 15 
mile» east of Pleiku. 


Saboteurs also destroyed a 
culvert on Highway 1 near 
Trang Bang, a district town 
about 25 miles northwest of 
Saigon. It cut the main road ac­ 
cess to the city of Tay Ninh. 


In Saigon, the U.S. Command 
announced the turnover of the 
huge $53-million Cam Ranh Bay 
Air Base on the coast. It also 
disclosed the impending with­ 
drawal of the 483rd Tactical 
Airlift Wing, a move that will 
reduce U.S. troop strength by 
2,000 men. 


The 
U.S. 
Command 
an­ 
nounced the smallest weekly 
troops cut since last Septem­ 
ber, a reduction of 400 men. As 
of last Thursday, the command 
said, 
authorized 
U.S. 
troop 
strength in Vietnam stood at 
65,000. It is to be cut to 49,000 
by July 1.

LAUREL, Md. (AP) — Ala­ 
bama Gov. George C. Wallace, 
52, was shot and seriously 
wounded Monday while shaking 
hands with supporters after a 
campaign rally at a suburban 
shopping center. 


A white man was'taken into 
custody shortly after thé shoot­ 
ing. The Justice Department 
later identified him as Arthur 
Bremer, 21, of Milwaukee, Wis. 


Wallace, struck down while 
making his third try for the 
presidency, underwent surgery 
at Holy Cross Hospital in Silver 
Spring. 


Medical concern was cen­ 
tered around possible spinal in­ 
juries and paralysis. But a Wal­ 
lace spokesman at the hospital 
said: “The report from the op­ 
erating room is that everything 
is progressing systematically. 
All vital signs are strong." 


The department filed charges 
against Bremer, accusing him 
of assàtflt ' on a federal officer 
and violating the 1968 Civil 
Rights Act by assaulting a can­ 
didate for an elective office. 
The assault on a federal officer 
charge stems from the wound­ 
ing of a Secret Service agent, 
one of three persons shot with 
Wallace. 


The shooting came shortly 
before 4 p.m. as Wallace was 
campaigning for votes in Tues­ 
day's Democratic presidential 
primary. 


The governor had just fin­ 
ished a speech at the Shopping 
complex 15 miles from Wash­ 
ington. He stepped from behind 
the podium on the rostrum to 
exchange 
handshakes 
with 
some of the 1,000 gathered to 
hear him. 


A man wearing Wallace but­ 
tons pushed through the crowd, 
asking the governor to shake 
hands. 
When he 
got 
near 
enough, the man stuck a gun in 
Wallace’s stomach and fired. 
Wallace fell backward, hit four 
times. 


Pandemonium 
broke 
out. 
People started screaming and 
several grabbed at the assail­ 
ant. “He was roughed up pretty 
bad/' police said later, 
in Washington, U.S. Attorney 


George Beall said the Secret 
Service had recovered a 
38- 
caliber revolver that was pur­ 
chased by Bremer Jan. 13. 


Bremer could get the death 
penalty if the Secret Service 
agent dies and he is convicted. 
The maximum penalty under 
the Civil Rights Act is life im­ 
prisonment. 


Wallace 
received 
a 
blood 
transfusion and went into sur­ 
gery. 


An hour and a half later Wal­ 
lace’s wife Cornelia emerged 
from the operating room and 
said her husband had no feeling 
from the waist down. 


Asked later about the paral­ 
ysis report, Billie Joe Camp, 
Wallace’s 
press 
secretary, 
said: “It’s entirely too early for 
any question or answer in that 
regard." 


He said the bleeding and “ev­ 
erything else is unde* control. 
Everything from the operating 
room is very encouraging at 
this time ... His blood pressure 
is 110, which is considered 
good.” 


Camp said the governor was 
conscious and talking when he 
went into the operating room 
and that Mrs. Wallace was 
holding up “very strongly.” 
Harry Stine, public relations 
director for the shopping cen­ 
ter, said the governor’s wife 
had been inside the bank. 


“Mm Wallace was coming 
back upstairs from inside the 
bank. She was outside the bank 
when it happened. 


“She said something like ‘Oh 
my God!’ as she ran and fell on 
top of him, throwing herself on 
him,” Stine said. 


Mrs. 
Wallace kept crying 
“Honey, honey” and had to fce 
pulled from her wounded hus­ 
band, Stine said. 


In addition to Wallace and 
the Secret Service agent, an 
Alabama state trooper and a 
woman campaign worker were 
injured in the shooting. 


Tom Burke, public affairs of­ 
ficer at the hospital said: 
“There is some indication of 
bleeding internally . .. There

German Peace Pact 
Objections Dropped 


BONN,

Germany's 
opposition 
dropped 
final 
objections 
to 
C h a n c e l l o r Willy Brandt’s 
treaties with the Soviet Union 
and Poland, opposition leaders 
announced Monday, making it 
all but a certainty that the 
pacts will be ratified in Parlia­ 
ment Wednesday. 


The 
opposition 
Christian 
Democrats, who forced post­ 
ponement of the vote on the 
treaties last week, cleared the 
way for their acceptance at a 
five-hour meeting of its lead­ 
ership. 


The party’s federal execu­ 
tives voted 24 to 1 that govern­ 
ment assurances that Moscow 
will hold to bargain-keeping 
guarantees on the treaties sat­ 
isfied party conditions for a 
“yes" vote. Individual mem­ 


bers of the party are expected 
to make a final decision in a 
caucus Tuesday on how to cast 
their votes. 


The friendship pacts nith 
Moscow and Warsaw are the 
keys to a wider detente process 
in which Moscow, Washington, 
Western Europe and the Soviet- 
led 
East 
European Warsaw 
Pact all have major stakes. 


Failure to ratify them vould 
considerably 
delay 
or 
jven 
block this 
East-West 
under­ 
standing program besides al­ 
most automatically unseating 
Brandt's government. The rul­ 
ing 
Socialist-Liberal coalition 
late last month barely survived 
two successive showdown vrtts 
which left the parliamentary 
lower house split down tbe- 
middle. Brandt needs the oppo­ 
sition votes to get the treaties 
ratified. 


High Court Rules 
In Amish’s Favor 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court Monday barred 
the states from forcing the Am­ 
ish to educate their children be­ 
yond the eighth grade. 


The 7-0 decision held Wiscon­ 
sin's interest in compulsory 
schooling must give way to the 
right of Amish people to prac­ 
tice their religion. 


Forcing a high-school educa­ 
tion on “the plain people" 
would gravely endanger if not 
destroy the free exercise of 
their religious beliefs, Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger said 
for the court. 


The ruling was a victory for 
the Amish and the Old Order 
Mennonites who have been sub­ 
jected to criminal prosecutions 
in nine states for refusing to 
send their children to high 
school. 


These descendants of Swiss 
Anabaptists do not object to a 
primary education to help their 
children read the Bible, farm 
and deal with other people. 


But their concept of life aloof 
from 
worldly 
ways 
views 
schooling beyond the eighth 
grade as a threat to salvation. 


In a 5*4 decision, the court 
held subcontractors taking over 
a job must deal with the union 


representing the workers on 
hand. 


But the court said unani­ 
mously the new employer is not 
bound by terms of the old labor 
agreement and can try to work 
out a new one with the union. 


Justice Byron R. White spoke 
for the court in a dispute in­ 
volving guards at a Lockheed 
plant in California. 


On another front, the justices 
advanced the busing of some 
24,000 children in Norfolk, Va., 
who had been assigned 
to 
schools beyond walking dis­ 
tance from their homes. 


The Norfolk school board had 
complained it would cost the 
city $3.6 million in one year to 
buy and operate buses to com­ 
ply with the decision by the 
U.S. Circuit Court in Richmond. 


Norfolk' never had provided 
free transportation for students 
and the only public bus service 
in the city is scheduled to pull 
out this summer. 


Nevertheless, in a 8-0 ruling, 
the justices left standing the 
circuit court requirement for 
free transportation, based on 
its belief that it would be a 
cruel hoax to assign a child to 
a distant school as part of a de­ 
segregation plan and then fail 
to help him get there.

House Panel Listens 
To Survivor Of Fire 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 21- 
year-old survivor of the .Idaho 
mine fire that killed 91s men 
told congressmen Monday of 
dead and choking men a mile 
underground and said he had 
no instructions on what to do in 
such an emergency. 


The surivivor, Byron Schulz, 
testified before a House sub­ 
committee along with a panel 
of union officials who alleged 
the miners were trapped in the 
Sunshine silver mine at Kellogg 
with no maps of secondary es­ 
cape routes, carbon monoxide 
masks that in some cases did 


not work, and elevators that 
soon stopped. 


“When I opened up the shaft 
door I saw all the men dead or 
unsconscious” in an elevator 
that had come up from 5,600 
feet, Schulz told the select 
House 
labor 
subcommittee. 
“The shaft foreman was dead, 
too.” 


Schulz said he told another 
miner at the 3,100-foot level 
where the men were being 
brought from below that there 
was nothing left to do >ut es­ 
cape to the surface and- said 
the other man called up to see

if air could be sent down. „ 
“But then he said |0|i m y 
God, we'll never make It,* ” 
Schulz said, “And t be nbe 
slumped over" and died. 


Schulz said he put a wet T- 
shirt over his head and|M> 
caped. 


Before that, he said, he;had 
taken the cage elevator to4,600 
feet where he said “men were: 
gasping for air-some did have 
masks, some did not" and ieent 
them up and then went downto 
5,000 feet.

VICKSBURG, Miss. (AP) - 
The mayor of this historic river 
community describes it as the 
“most integrated city in the 
country." 


The Rev. Eddy McBride, one 
of the leaders of a two-month- 
old black boycott of white busi­ 
nesses, calls it a center of “in­ 
stitutionalized racism." 


McBride was (»e of 64 per­ 
sons arrested here over the 
weekend. Forty-one of those ar­ 
rested were charged with con­ 
spiring criminally to have an 
unlawful biycott and were held 
in Ueu of $5,000 bond each. The 
other 23 were juveniles and 
were charged and then released 


to their parents. 


The boycott was called when 
s o m e 
b l a c k s , 
including 
McBride, contended that au­ 
thorities did not properly prose­ 
cute a white man in the case of 
an alleged assault on a 7-year- 
old black girl. 


It has expanded into a dem­ 
onstration for equal participa­ 
tion of blacks in all facets of 
city life. 


McBride, 28, said the blacks 
now have 20 demands that in­ 
clude dismissal, demotion or 
impeachment of certain offi­ 
cials, a majority of blacks on 
the school board, equalization 
of municipal facilities and crea­ 
tion of a civilian police review 


board. 


McBridge said that blacks 
constitute about 47 per cent of 
the 25,000 population in Vlcks- 
sburg.

Secretary Harangues 
Senate Subcommitte 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec­ 
retary of State William P. Ro­ 
gers urged Congress Monday 
not to pass any end-the-war leg­ 
islation that would undercut 
President 
Nixon’s 
policy 
in 
Vietnam. 


In a appearance before a 
Senate Appropriations subcom­ 
mittee, Rogers called for an 
end to criticism of the Presi­ 
dent’s response to “a massive 
North Vietnamese escalation” 
of the war. 


The secretary of State said 
air and sea support of South 
Vietnam while American troops 
are withdrawing, and there­ 
after, has always been a part 
of 
the President’s 
Vietnam- 
ization program. 


He 
insisted that Vietnam- 
ization is working, and said he 
believes the South Vietnamese 
will be able to defend them­ 
selves. 


Rogers said he does not be­ 
lieve the mining of the North 
Vietnamese harbors will lead to 
a confrontation with the Soviet 
Union or China, but “probably 
is going to be a turning point." 


“This is the least offensive 
move that could have been tak­ 
en," he said,

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Will Hanoi Heed New War Rules? 


I^eople today find it hard to believe 
that in the 18th century, when sol­ 
diers went into battle dressed as for 
a parade, the rules of war were of such 
a nicety that gentlemen generals offer­ 
ed their opponents the courtesy of the 
opening fusilade. 


Today, few “courtesies” are left 
-in warfare. Not only do napalm and 
“ long-range rockets and other modem 
weapons fail to discriminate between 
combatants and noncombatants, the 
destruction of the morale of an enemy's 
civilian population and his economic 
and industrial base is considered as 
vital as the destruction of his armies 
in the fields 


Today, however, ultimate war with 
the ultimate weapons at men’s disposal 
would leave entire continents scarred 
■ and ravaged and uninhabitable—if any­ 
one was left to inhabit them. 
" 
Thus, the very horror of modem 
war’s potential has led to the develop­ 
ment of new rules of war; or rather, 
new rules designed to prevent the ulti- 
*;;fnate holocaust. 


In the past 25 years, anyone of 
3a dozen disputes in any one of a dozen 
ipiaces would, in prenuclear days, have 
üesulted in war between the major pow­ 
e r s — the Berlin blockade, the Korean 
3'ar, the Suez invasion, the Hungari­ 
a n revolt, the Cuban missile crisis, the 
Jjlrab-Israeli wars, the Indian-Pakistan 
Iwar, the Vietnam war . . . . 


Haltingly, gropingly, without any 
•^tated or formal agreement, out of 
::^ch of these crises the superpowers 
have fashioned guidelines limiting the 
ongoing 
ideological 
rivalry 
between 
£lhem. 


Within those guidelines, there are 
“certain things a superpower may legiti­ 
mately do to protect or advance its 
interests. But there are bounds beyond 
which it knows it cannot step. 


We have seen this graphically illus­ 
trated by recent developments in Viet­ 
nam, where our mining of North Viet­ 
namese territorial waters has not led 
to a break in relations between us and 
that country’s chief supporter, the So­ 
viet Union. 


The Russians know as well as we 
do that our actions in this war have 
not been directed against North Viet­ 
nam itself (though the North Vietna­ 
mese hardly appreciate the fact) nor 
against the USSR, but against an idea 
—the idea of world conquest by com­ 
munism. 


Similarily, it is not essential to 
Soviet security that a Ck)mmuni8t re­ 
gime succeed in establishing rule over 
all of Vietnam. If it can do it with a 
little help, good. But it is not worth 
forcing a military showdown with the 
United States. 


We are now trying to get out of 
the war with something less than a 
debacle in the field and have taken 
this latest extreme measure to try to 
impress upon the Kremlin that its mili­ 
tary support of North Vietnam has 
pushed us perilously close to despera­ 
tion on behalf of our ally. South Viet­ 
nam, and that it is in Russia’s own 
interest to help us get out. 


As presidential adviser Henry Kis­ 
singer explained the other day: “What 
we have to face here is one of the prob­ 
lems great powers have in dealing with 
their clients, that the client looks at 
problems from its own regional or na­ 
tional perspective while the great pow­ 
ers may take actions in a much wider 
one.” 


The big unanswered question in 
the present crisis is whether the North 
Vietnamese, who have shown them­ 
selves to be a fiercely independent “cli­ 
ent,” are willing to abide by these new 
rules. 


Schizophrenia Advance 


Schizophrenia is a severe mental 
disturbance which afflicts some two 
million 
Americans 
and 
thus 
ranks 
among our leading problems of mental 
health. It is therefore a matter of great 
potential importance that what seems 
lo be the biological cause of this con­ 
dition has been discovered by a re­ 
search team at Wayne State Universi­ 
ty in Detroit. 
; 
The Wayne State findings, which 
hold out the possibility of eventual 
control of schizophrenia, were report­ 
ed in a paper read at the American 
Psychiatric Association convention in 
Dallas. Dr. Jacques S. Gottleib and 


Dr. Charles E. Fohrman and their col­ 
leagues say that a deficiency of an en­ 
zyme they call Anti-S Protein appears 
to upset the brain’s metabolism and 
lead to mental disturbance. 


The causal relationship is not yet 
clearly demonstrated; that must await 
clinical tests with schizophrenic pa­ 
tients. These will be undertaken, how­ 
ever, as soon as animal experiments 
satisfy the government that introduc­ 
ing the enzyme has no harmful side 
effects. There is good reason to expect 
a reduction of, perhaps a cure for, this 
widespread and serious ailment within 
a few years.

Michigan Primary; 


Wallace Is Giving Senators Jitters

DETROIT (NEA)~AIabama’s 
Gov. C^rge Wallace is, in his 
own mind, so serious a candi­ 
date for presidency that he 
doesn’t have to say so any 
more. Charged up for Michi­ 
gan’s May 16 Democratic pri­ 
mary, he leaves that out and 
just acts the part. 


Things have gone so well for 
him here a couple of times that 
he has held an evening double- 
header, giving two speeches 
back to back to take care of 
overflow crowds. 


Not since Florida has he had 
his rivals so jittery. Here we 
are in Michigan, where Demo­ 
cratic party politics is supposed­ 
ly progressive, issue-oriented, 
influenced hea^dly by powerful 
United Auto Workers’ leaders 
and others in labor. But Sens. 
Hubert Humphrey and George 
McGovern treat the place as 
if it were a giant suburb of Tal­ 
lahassee. 


Even in a year when predic­ 
tions are so hazardous, fore­ 
casts of a Wallace victory in 
Michigan are easy to come by. 
You can, of course, find some 
cagey appraisers who say he’ll 
be caught and passed, most 
likely by Humphrey. 


Wallace himself, taken lately 
to offering reporters finely tun­ 
ed analyses, suggests he might 
drop a little here by voting 
time. 


You’d never guess he felt that 
if you watched him perform, 
as 1 did again the other evening 
in Flint. He was more fired up 
than in Florida, where he knew 
he was going to win big. 


His partisans, packhig the 
floor and four tiers of balconies 
in Flint’s auditorium, cheered 
lustily as he announced his Ten­ 
nessee prhnary victory. They’d 
been revved up by the m v. 
George 
Mangui[n, 
Wallace’s 
chesty master of ceremonies, 
who told them they were going 
to be on live television. 


stage in the supporting 
cast for the evening were a re­ 
leased prisoner of war from 
Vietnam, John Sexton, and one 
Caleb Smallwood, who carried 
a little cardboard box filled with 
the names of 4,700 Wallace 
backers. 


Wearing a large white and 
red paper flower on his lapel,

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Vitamins A And D Are Guilty 
Certain Vitamins 
Can Poison

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 
very confused about vitamim. 
My mother, who is 80, has very 
dry skin. For five months she 
has been takhig vitamin A and 
vitamin D combined in one cap­ 
sule, but since you wrote that 
these are the only two known 
vitamins that can do harm, I 
am worrit about her taking 
them. I got these from a 
health food store, where 1 was 
told they were good fbr dry 
skin, and her skin is better. 
Would you explain what you 
mean by the statement that 
vitamin A and vitamin D might 
do harm? 


Dear Reader — The 1971 
edition of the American Medieal 
Assn. Drug Evahiation states 
unequivocally that there is no 
evidence that taking more than 
25,000 international units of vita­ 
min A a day 'will be he^»ful. 
Large doses in excess of this 
amount taken for bng periods 
of time may cause skin and 
bone changes similar to those 
from a lack of vitamin A. Sev­ 
ere toxic reactions have occur­ 
red in individuals who have 
taken large amounts <oi vitamin 
A. Whole fishing crews have 
gotten sick from eating fish liv­ 
er containing large amounts of 
vitamin A. Polar bear liver 
contains too much vitamin A. 
It is j^isonous to man and can 
even Cause death. 


Now, don’t panic about how 
much vitamin A your mother 
is getting. The usual daily vita- 


deficient in vitamin D, then you 
can get rickets. The 1971 edition 
of the AMA Drug Evahiatioiis 
points out that inf ants and diUd

min tablet that is marketed con­ 
tains about 5,000 units, which 
is far below the toxk; level of 
vitamin A. The problem de­ 
velops when a devoted vitamin 
popper starts taldng multiple- 
vitamin tablets from different 
sources and thra drinks milk 
fortified with vitamin A and 
breakfast food fortified with vit­ 
amin A and finally takes more 
vitamin A than is necessary 
Vitamin A poisoning is rare 
in adults. Infants and children 
are more susceptible to the 
problem, but no one should be 
trying to add vitamin s q q ^ 
ments to children’s fm iila 
without consultation wiâi tlieir 
doctor. 


Vitamin D toxicity disiolves 
the bones, causing the calchim 
to increase in the blood and 
Causing calcification of the soft 
<n^ans, particularly the kid­ 
neys. Of course, if yon are 


t 


ren receiving adequate amounts 
of vitamin D in fertif|ed foods 
do not need ai^ vitamin D 
ilements and they can 
an overdosage. It is recom­ 
mended that breast-fed infants 
or those fed unfortified foods 
should receive 400 units daily 
as a supplement. Of course, 
if the baby has rickets, a much 
larger ammnt nHU have to be 
given tempwarily. 


Because of the prevalence of 
foods that have been forced 
with vitamin D and since most 
daily vitamin tablet prepara­ 
tions contam about 400 units 
of vitamin D, I suspect that no 
more than one of these tablets 
a day should be taken. Since 
400 units satisfies the dtdly re­ 
quirement, this added to the 
fortified milks and fortified cer­ 
eals insures most people of get­ 
ting 
more 
than 
adequate 
amounts of vitamin D. 


I have no objectton to people 
taking vitamins, particularly if 
their diets are substandard. But 
don’t overdo vitamins A and 
D. If you are abeady taking 
a daily tablet with all the vita­ 
mins in it, don’t take still more 
or another tablet unless your 
doctor recommends it. It is not 
always true that ‘*if a little is 
good, more is better.”
